He was educated at Kentucky 
University and Bethany College 
and the ( incinn.-iti Law .School.

dent of .Mar -hall C uUege. and at 
22 held the record of being tlie 
youngest college president in the 
I'liited States. In 18.S7 he moved 
to Mi- iiuii, where he took iij) the 
si nd yand practice of law, and be- 
came prosecuting attorney in 
Pike county. His next step was 
into the Missrniri legislature, 
where he framed the Missouri 
primary law, an anti-trust statute 
and an Australian ballot l:i\v. He 
was [lennanent chairman of the 
Demcratic national convention at 
St. Louis in 10()4 and headed the 
comnyttee that notified Alton B. 
Parker of his presifl\ential nomi- 
nation. 

He was first sent to the nation- 
al forum in 1893. Although when 

regarded as "green." his strength 
in the house rieveloped r.apidly. 
When John .Sharj) Williams left 
leh house for the senate, keore 
-entative Clarl-c was made m:nor-
